3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7 and 14-23, drawn to the structures/structural elements of a magnetic 
circuit for a speaker, classified in class 381, subclass 412. 

II. Claims 1, 9-12, drawn to the structures/structural elements of a voice coil for a 
speaker, classified in class 381, subclass 400. 

III. Claims 1, 8 and 25-27, drawn to the structures/structural elements of a diaphragm 
for a speaker, classified in class 381, subclass 423. 

IV. Claims 1 and 24, drawn to the structures/structural elements of a casing for a 
speaker, classified in class 381, subclass 345. 

V. Claim 13, drawn to the manufacturing of a voice coil of a speaker, classified in 
class 29, subclass 594. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reason: 
Inventions Group II and Group V are related as process of making and product made. The 

inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as

claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP 1 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case the process can be performed by a different means. 

5. Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP ' 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the invention I only drawn to a magnetic circuit. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a voice coil or casing for any of other speakers.
